formulating the formal appellate brief(s).

Motion at 1. RWSlKlockenkemper further represent that U.S. Environmental Protection Agency,

Region 5 ("Region"), indicated orally and in writing that it does not oppose the Motion. Id. at3.

For good cause shown, the Environmental Appeals Board ("Board") grants the Motion.

Accordingly, RWS/Klockenkemper must file their appeal brief(s) with the Board on or before

October 6, 2008. Pursuant to 40 C.F.R. $ 22.30(aX2), the Region may file a response to

RWslKlockenkemper's appeal brief(s) within the time allowed by that rule.
